Boone, in-
forms us that he has received
dog tags for 1920 and is now
ready to issue license to all dogs
in the county. The law requires
that all dogs be licensed by Jan-

uary 1st, of each year, and fail-

ure to do this incurs liability for
heavy fine. So it is best to be
on the safe side by getting dog
license in December and be ready
for the new year., The authori-
ties have been very lenient the
first year of the law. Hereafter
the law is to be rigidly enforeed. |
